There is a cer- 
tain period after which it is very unfair to as- 
Bume theft from mere poeaeagion, oven where tho 
property is proved allnndt to have been stolon. 
JStill leas can I infer felony where, from any- 
thing that appears, the artiolo may never have 
been stolen st all.” Justice Coleridge assented, 
and the jury were directed to acquit. In a 
charge of larceny, if tho prosecutor cannot swear 
to the loss of the article said to be stolen, the 
prisoner must be acquitted. Hero there is no 
possession at all. I ask, where ia thc evidence 
of tho article allogod to bo lost or stolon ? It is 
sworn by Mr Jonour, the legal manager of the 
company, that nothing has been lost. Ha never 
received information that anything had boon 
missed fromthemachine, butwaanierelyinfornwcl 
of Herbert’s suspicions. Supposing that there 
was evidence of something having baeu stoleu, 
afcill the stolen goods— or article — must be iden- 
tified ; its identity must be proved. Whore, T 
ask, is it? There is absolutely nothing, — ^not an 
iota or scintilla of evidence as to the identity of 
tlio property alleged to have been stolen by 
my client. Where ia the proof of identity ? 
“floscoe on Evidence” Bays, “Evidence must 
be given to aho-w’ the identity of the property 
taken ; but a resomblance between tho article 
stolen and the article lost will in some cases be 
Buflicient, without positive proof of the identity, 
a^ in tho case of goods stolen.” In this case 
there ia no proof, of either one kind or the other. 
Nothing was found upnu the accused, nor at his 
house when it waa de.arclied. It ia absurd to 
charge my client with having stolen some amal- 
gam, the property of the conipany, because he 
sold gold at Clyde and Alexandra. That is no 
proof. ^ There must also be proof of the taking ; 
there is none here. Roscoe has recorded a case 
“ where thc only evidence offered against a pri- 
soner accused of stealing a quantity of brass was 
that he had been seen going into tho place where 
the brass alleged to have bean stolen was kept. 
It was held that thero w.is not a scintilla of 
evidence to go to the jury.” My client was Law- 
fully oil the premises of the company. Nothing 
was found on him, nor at his house— not a grain 
of amalgam or gold. There waa no attempt made 
to identity any gold,— and Mr Jeuour, the com- 
pany’s only legal representative and manager, 
had sworn that lie had missed none of the com- 
pany’s property, and ho is no party to this pro- 
secution. The information alleges that the ac- < 
ensed stole certain property of the cosnpany, — ' 
that allegation was uusupported by legal proof. 

1 have yet to learn th,at one servant of either a 
private individual, or of a public company, or 
a corporate body, can lay such an information as 
this against a fellow-servant.
